REMARKS 

The Examiner is respectfully requested to approve entry of the amendments 
enclosed herewith and withdraw the outstanding rejections. The claim amendments 
address the rejections of the outstanding action and place the case in condition for 
allowance without adding new matter or raising new issues. 

Responsive to the objection to Claim 22, the same has been corrected by 
present amendment. 

Responsive to the rejection of Claims 2 and 22-24 under 35 U.S.C. §112, first 
paragraph, the amendments to Claims 2 and 23 obviate this rejection by adding a 
functional limitation to the claims. Support for this amendment can be found In the 
specification; Examples 2-1 1 on pages 14-19 give examples of biological activities 
of the IPAS polypeptide.
